French authorities. 

When French troops entered the 
sacred city of Ouezzan, in Ifovoceo, 
a short time ago, they discovered the 
slave market still in existence. On 
the very day the IVeaeh arrived a 
Ion<7 caravan npproaclied the pity, 
bringing in several score of slaves of 
both sexes captured by slave liant- 
ers in the un -explored regions of the 
South. The slave hantera fled aa9 
the entire crowd of alavea were lib- 
erated by the French. 

For many decades perhaps cen- 
turies, the slave auction hud been a 
monftly featan of life in Oneazan.

"Every one of us realizes that the 
world war gained for ns higher 
prices for tobacco the past three 
years than the most, optimistic ever 
'dreamed of. From the same source 
today comes t^fe cause of the almost 
total falling off in demand for the 
types of our hurley which European 
eonnMes have been ^btmMnf for 
jvars. 

'Hjast year we had a very heavy 
percentage of low gradw. Vio 
brokers who purchased- this class of 
tobacco still have their purchases 
' on hand. Europe is well nigh bank- 
npt and this eondition \u affected 
exchange rates to such an extent 
that the purchasing of this class of 
'to%aeea is abaolntdy at 4 stand- 
still.

"North Carolina has prodoced one 
of the largest crops in history, with 
as laifs a pereentage of damaged 
tobaeeo as we have here in Ken- 
tucky. Most of that tobacco is 
bon^t by forrign firms. The Ameri- 
can people are smoking the better 
grades ,of burley, and we can com- 
mand the sitaatioB today if we wQl 
but keep" :it home the grades for 
which there is no demand.
